To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1963.  As  in  previous  years 
the  report  is  in  two  parts,  the  environmental  services  which  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council  and  as  a matter  of  interest  the  personal 
health  services  carried  out  in  your  area.  These  latter  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  are  under  my 
supervision  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Vital  Statistics  by  themselves  convey  very  little  to  the  reader 
but  when  compared  with  previous  years,  with  other  Urban  Districts 
in  the  West  Riding,  and  with  the  statistics  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole,  they  show  in  some  measure  the  health  and  well  being  of  the 
inhabitants. 

With  one  exception  the  Vital  Statistics  for  1963  show  a very 
satisfactory  standard.  Unfortunately,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  twelve  years.  There  is  no  single 
cause  for  this  increase  but  ten  of  the  twenty-six  deaths  occurred  in 
premature  babies  and  babies  with  congenital  defects. 

Three  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  occurred  in  one  household. 
Fortunately  the  outbreak  was  limited  to  this  one  family  and  all  made 
a satisfactory  recovery.  No  cause  was  discovered. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  L.  Hay,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  Inspectorate  for  their  help  and  co-operation, 
to  Mrs.  J.  Wright,  the  Chief  Clerk,  for  her  supervision  of  all  welfare 
schemes  for  the  aged,  and  to  all  members,  professional  and  clerical, 
of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office. 

Once  again  I would  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  courteous  and 
helpful  reception  of  my  reports  throughout  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  continue  to  show  an  increase 
in  the  population,  from  23,160  to  23,310. 

The  Birth  Rate  also  increased,  there  being  514  live  births 
compared  with  504  in  1962. 

Unfortunately,  so  did  the  illegitimate  live  births  there  being 
38  compared  with  33  in  1962.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of 
the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continued  to  be  most 
helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged,  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  Homes  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 

It  is  unfortunate  to  have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate.  The  figure  is  the  highest  for  thirteen  years,  there 
being  26  deaths  under  one  year  giving  a death  rate  of  50.6,  as  compared 
with  12  deaths  in  1962  and  a rate  of  23.8  Of  the  26  deaths,  20  took 
place  in  hospital  and  6 at  home. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  31,  from  232  in  1962  to  263 
in  1963.  Deaths  from  Cancer  showed  a marked  increase — there  being 
51  such  deaths  as  compared  with  36  in  1962.  Of  the  51  deaths  30 
were  males  and  21  females.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus 
accounted  for  the  death  of  5 males.  Twenty-three  deaths  were 
attributed  to  Bronchitis  and  15  to  Pneumonia,  but  the  commonest 
cause  of  death,  Heart  Disease  and  Associated  Disease,  accounted  for 
69  deaths.

6.  WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Bentley-with-Arksey  Council 
and  the  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Aged  which  consists  of 
members  of  that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  aged.  These  services,  which  are  all  free  to  the  old 
people  have  been  administered  from  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 
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1.  Chiropody  Service 

The  service  has  continued  to  operate  efficiently.  The 
domiciliary  visits  show  a marked  increase  of  56  treatments  over  the 
previous  year  and  whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  these  visits  it 
is  extremely  difficult  with  an  ageing  population. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a clinic  was  commenced  in  the 
new  Recreation  Room  in  Queen’s  Drive.  This  will  eliminate  a certain 
amount  of  travelling  for  the  persons  in  the  Bentley  Road  Ward  and 
will,  no  doubt,  prove  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  them.

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2.  Meals  Service 


On  the  recommendation  of  the  Health  Visitors  certain  aged 
people  are  supplied  with  one  meal  a week  and  half  a pint  of  milk.  The 
food  is  purchased  from  specified  shops  and  the  meal  prepared  by  the 
Home  Help  in  the  recipient’s  own  home. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  meals 
served  there  being  737  in  1963  as  compared  with  581  meals  in  1962. 
At  the  present  time  16  people  are  receiving  the  meals. 

This  service  is  not  an  easy  one  to  operate  but  due  to  the  co- 
operation of  all  concerned  it  continued  to  flourish  during  the  year 
and  any  difficulties  were  overcome. 

3.  Laundry  Service 

(a)  Blankets 

Forty-six  blankets  were  laundered,  as  against  15  for 
1962,  the  cost  of  one  shilling  per  blanket  being  borne  by  the  Committee 
Eight  local  authority  blankets  were  loaned  to  persons  whilst  their  own 
blankets  were  at  the  laundry. 

The  response  to  this  service  has  always  been  poor  in 
spite  of  all  publicity  but  it  would  seem  at  last  that  the  old  people  are 
beginning  to  accept  this  service. 

(b)  The  Homestead 

The  laundry  incorporated  in  this  centre  is  still  available 
for  dealing  with  linen  from  incontinent  cases  and  persons  who  are 
unable  to  deal  with  their  own  laundry.  The  need  for  this  service 
declined  a little  during  the  year  - the  laundry  being  in  operation  69 | 
hours  as  compared  with  1 Oil-hours  for  the  previous  year. 

(c)  Queen’s  Drive 

This  laundry  commenced  operation  during  November 
and  is  organised  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  The  Homestead  service. 
However,  this  centre  has  the  added  advantage  over  The  Homestead 
scheme  in  that  there  is  a hot  air  dryer  installed  in  addition  to  the 
washing  machine. 

(d)  General 

An  old  man,  without  relatives,  was  admitted  to  hospital 
during  the  year.  As  no  one  could  be  found  who  would  undertake 
a small  amount  of  personal  washing  and  ironing  left  behind  it  was 
sent  to  the  local  laundry  and  the  cost  was  borne  by  the  Committee. 
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4.  Visits  to  the  Aged 

(a)  Don  Valley  High  School 

(b)  Bentley  High  Street  Secondary  Modern  School 

These  schemes  are  now  well  established  and  continued 
to  flourish  during  the  year.  The  visits  and  assistance  given  by  the 
school  children  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  aged  of  the  district 

5.  Recreation  Rooms 

(a)  The  Recreation  Room,  The  Homestead 

This  centre,  which  has  been  open  since  1959,  is  the 
focal  point  of  the  aged  in  the  vicinity.  The  Sub-Committee  con- 
tinued to  organise  the  social  activities  and  the  year  culminated  with 
the  customary  Christmas  Party. 

One  extra  activity  for  the  ladies  was  the  commencement 
of  a handicraft  class  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  the  number  attending  is  gradually  increasing. 

The  centre  consists  of  one  large  room,  kitchen,  laundry 
and  small  spare  room,  and  included  in  the  furnishings,  which  are 
extremely  comfortable,  is  a 17”  two  channel  television  set. 

(b)  The  Recreation  Room,  Queen’s  Drive 

This  centre  was  officially  opened  on  the  5th  September, 
1963,  and  is  now  the  second  one  in  the  district.  It  is  larger  than  the 
Homestead  centre  in  that  in  addition  to  the  usual  amenities  - one 
large  room,  kitchen,  Committee  room  and  laundry  - it  incorporates 
a flat  for  the  warden. 

The  furnishings  are  extremely  comfortable  and  includes 
a television  set  which  was  a gift  from  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee. 


As  with  The  Homestead  centre  a Sub-Committee  has 
been  formed  to  organise  the  activities.  The  Committee  is  very 
active  and  enthusiastic  and  included  in  the  social  events  of  1963  was  a 
Christmas  Party. 

A handicraft  class  for  the  ladies  was  commenced  at  the 
same  time  as  the  Homestead  class  and  is  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon 
This  is  receiving  the  loyal  support  of  the  ladies.  Work  from  both 
these  classes  is  being  shown  at  a Handicraft  exhibition  to  be  held  at 
Doncaster  during  June  1964. 
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7.  WARDENS  SERVICE 


There  are  now  13  wardens  and  5 reliefs  employed  by  this 
authority  visiting  some  356  dwellings.  In  addition,  2 wardens  and 
1 relief  are  employed  by  the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
to  visit  some  45  privately  owned  dwellings  in  the  Bentley  Road  area. 

The  extensions  to  the  scheme  during  the  year  were  the 
appointment  of  the  relief  warden  to  the  Queen’s  Drive  area  to 
full-time  warden  as  this  area  was  proving  too  large  for  one  person, 
and  the  appointment  of  two  wardens  and  one  relief  to  the  Pipering 
Lane/Park  Road  area. 

All  wardens  have  the  same  conditions  of  service  and  report  to 
the  Health  Department  regularly.  The  card  index  system  listing 
relevant  information  is  still  in  operation.  All  the  wardens  now 
have  the  telephone  installed  and  an  illuminated  sign  “Warden”  has 
been  erected  outside  the  home  of  each  of  them.  The  requests  for 
assistance  from  the  wardens  were  the  usual  burst  pipes  ocurring  in 
the  winter,  requests  for  a home  help,  increased  home  help  hours, 
advice  on  pensions,  completion  of  forms,  collection  of  prescriptions 
and  medicine  etc.  One  other  matter  requiring  the  co-operation  of 
the  warden  is  the  reporting  to  the  Health  Department  of  all  accidents 
in  the  home.  This  information  is  required  for  the  Accident 
Prevention  Committee,  on  which  three  members  of  the  Health 
Department  serve. 

The  inter-com  system  between  the  Queen’s  Drive  bungalows  and 
the  Recreation  Room  came  into  operation  towards  the  latter  end  of  the 
year  and  is  proving  to  be  a most  successful  scheme.  Indeed,  the 
scheme  has  already  been  inspected  and  appraised  by  visiting 
Authorities. 

The  pilot  scheme  for  the  visiting  of  private  houses  in  Bentley 
Road  was  the  subject  of  a report  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
in  November  1963  - one  year  after  the  commencement  of  the 
scheme.  The  scheme  proved  to  be  more  difficult  to  operate  than  the 
compact  areas  of  the  Council  Estate.  Assistance  in  compiling  the 
list  of  visits  was  received  from  local  Councillors,  Nurses,  Church 
Workers  etc.  It  was  found,  however,  that  the  list  changed  more 
frequently  in  these  privately  owned  houses  than  in  the  Council 
dwellings.  However,  any  difficulties  encountered  have  been  overcome 
and  the  scheme  has  now  settled  down  and  become  routine.  At 
present  the  total  number  of  daily  visits  carried  out  by  the  two  wardens 
is  45  which  involved  travelling  approx,  two  miles. 

Any  warden  scheme  is  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  the  wardens 
and  this  Authority  is  extremely  fortunate  in  having  excellent  wardens. 
All  schemes  are  operating  satisfactorily  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
assist  the  aged  in  any  way  possible.

(4)  Adwick-le-Street  Training  Centre 

The  pupils  are  conveyed  by  bus  from  the  surrounding  areas 
and  a mid-day  meal  is  provided  for  them  at  the  centre. 

There  is  a very  happy  atmosphere  and  the  many  social  activities 
are  well  supported  by  the  parents  and  friends. 

The  Senior  wing  trainees  are  now  employed  part  of  the  time 
on  simple  contract  work,  many  of  the  contracts  are  for  the  County 
Supplies  Department.

10.  Speech  Therapist 

This  Division  still  lacks  the  services  of  a full  time  Speech 
Therapist.  The  services  of  a part  time  Speech  Therapist  have  been 
available  but  she  is  only  able  to  deal  with  a very  small  proportion 
of  the  children  requiring  help. 

11.  Recuperative  Home  Treatment 

Under  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  scheme  two  patients 
were  admitted  to  Recuperative  Homes  during  the  year.  Admission 
to  these  homes  is  on  doctor’s  recommendation  and  each  case  is 
assessed  on  a scale  of  charges. 
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12.  Problem  Families 

A co-ordinating  Committee,  for  which  I am  the  Designated 
Officer  meets  regularly  to  discuss  these  families.  Representatives 
from  interested  bodies  including  the  Children’s  Department,  Welfare 
Department,  National  Assistance  Board,  Probation  Officers, 
N.S.P.C.C.,  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  invited. 

The  County  Council  will,  in  certain  cases,  guarantee  rent 
payments  over  a limited  period  in  order  to  try  to  prevent  the 
break-up  of  the  family.  Of  the  twenty-one  families  discussed  during 
the  year  two  were  assisted,  two  were  removed  from  the  list  as 
improved  and  one  left  the  district. 

13.  Ambulance  Facilities 

This  scheme  still  operates  satisfactorily.  There  is  a free 
ambulance  and  sitting-car  twenty-four  hour  service  for  everyone. 
The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace,  Bentley  and  are 
available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses  or  from  the  general 
public  in  an  emergency. 

14.  Special  Examinations  - Adults 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out  for 
the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  commence 
work  for  the  Council.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

The  total  infectious  disease  notifications  for  the  year  shows,  at 
first  glance,  an  alarming  increase  of  524  cases  compared  with  63  in 
1962.  This  increase  was,  however,  accounted  for  by  the  Measles 
epidemic  in  the  area  — 516  cases  being  notified.  The  remaining  8 
notifications  were  5 Scarlet  Fever  and  3 Paratyphoid  Fever. 

The  3 Paratyphoid  Fever  cases  were  all  confirmed  on  their 
admission  to  hospital  and  all  were  members  of  one  family.  The 
Health  Department  kept  the  family  under  close  observation.  It  was 
necessary  to  exclude  one  female  member  from  her  work  and  restrict 
movements  of  the  family  — no  visitors  etc.  Faecal  specimens  were 
examined  weekly  and  it  was  some  considerable  time  before  the  infection 
was  cleared.  Fortunately,  no  other  cases  occurred.  No  source  of 
the  infection  was  found.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice  of 
the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 
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On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is 
provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculous  patients.  Details  of  the  action 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme  are  given  below.
